Here watters rested, so far ss that
small commuonity was concerned. Many
of the men, in feot, most of them, had
s reserve of money in the town bank,
and were vot distressed.  Some of them
stated that they could wait for times to |
get bettor; others of them sought work
elsewhero.

DEMAND FOR ARBITRATION,

What persopal grievanee the men
had, if any, growing ont of the Pall.
man system, or what obligations they
were under to the socialism of that sys-
tem, we do not know, for they made no
| complpint, and so far an the world st
large is concerned the strike waas sim-
ply & matter of one firm in & small
place, having no relation whatever to
labor interests generally, and wholly
disconnected from the  nestion of rail-
roads or railroad labor,
| Ttis hero thet the American Railway
Union appesrs on the wseens, At a
meeting held in Chioago, the union
took up the fight., It demanded that
the Pullman Compmny should sabmit
the question of wages to arbitration.
This the Pullman people declined to do,
for the very simple reason that the de-
ciston of srbitrators could not alter the
fuck that to pay an increase of wages
wonld be a business impossibility. The
company, however offered to submit ite
books in proofl that it was exeouting or-
ders at Jess thap cost in order Lo keep
18 men employed.

The reply of the nnion was that the
books had no weight, as the employer
conld fix them to suit his own interests,
And then came the order from the nn-
ion for the boyeott, Thatis to say, an
order was issned that all members of
the nnion shonld qait on those railronds
which used Pullman ears. Mr, Eugene
V. Debs, the Presidont, is eredited with
this extranordinary move,

The American Railway Uunion, which
was organized n year ago in Chicago,
lias for its purpose the fedemtion of all
railroad employees nnder one head, 1t
estimntes the namber of these em-
ployees in the Upited States at 800,000,
and it is olsimed to bave 200,000 of
them in its ranks, Very many of them
are switchmen, firemen and men hardly
one remove from unskilled laborers.
But all the men on strike st Pullman
are skilled workmen, and the anomal-
ous condition is presented of several
thonsand laborers fixing the alternative
for skilled mechanios,

DEBR'S CAREER,

Eugene V, Debs, who bLas suddenly
come to view as the direotor of this boy-
oott, is & young man. He was boro in
Terre Haute, Ind., in 1855, on OGuy
Fawkes's day. His father was & family
grocer there, The son tended store in
the daytime and got his education st
night. His first work was in the puint
shops of the Vandalis Railroad, from
which position he rose to be a fireman
on u lovomotive rannpiog between
Terre Hante snd Vandalia,

It was not, bowever, nntil bhe joined
s lodge of the Brotherbood of Locomo-
tive Firemen that be developed his
ambition. He was seut as a delegale to
the conventions sud ultimately became
editor of the Loecomotive Firemen's
Magazine,

In 1884 he was sent to the State Leg-
islature by the Democrats, In 1879 he
was eleated Uity Olerk of Terre Haute,
1n 1808 be set to work to organize the
Awerican Railway Union.

Personally Mr, Debs is an carpest,
quiel,determined man, with a good deal
of undemonstralive egotism. No one
in Terre Hante ever suspected him of
being either a philosopher or a general.
His views are not very broad, and his
edueation as limited, but he is resclute
and fearless,

Tt is said by those who kuow him best
that the present boyeott is an experi-
ment to tost the power of the new or- |
ganigation. No man of ordinary sagac- |
ity, either in Terre Haute or Chioago, ,
so far disparages Mr. Deba's 1ntelli-
gonoe as to suppose for ope moment
that Lie thought e oould force sll the !
railroads of the countey to break their
contraots with the Pullmans and violate
their agreemonta with the publie,

And here Mr. Dely
suoceeds in bin first skirmish in landi
himsslf and his 150,000 sssoeister in
old dilemma which Mr. Powderly and
Mr, Gompers and all the rest of them
proved after long and froitless endeav-

In other words, Mr. Debs has, with
extrsodinary alsority, iavited the
whole population of the eountry to op-
pose the American Railway Union, by
making the Ameriean Railway Union in-
terfere with the whole country. It is
very evident that Mr. Debs's only ad-
vanlage over the other organizers of
strikes is that he gets there quicker with
his new order,

And it must ot be forgutten that not
& 1 an of his order has any just cause of
complaint against the railroads, but he
in naked to give up work out of sym pa-
thy for a dispute in an Illinois settle-
mont of whioh he knows nothing, and
which, if left to itsell, would probably
be rectified or sadjusted in scoordance
with the mutual interests of employer
and employed,

Such, then, was the state of affairs
when the boycott was set in motion. At
the time there were 3,000 Pullmsz carz
in operation in the United States, at
least 2,000 of them being on the West-
ern trunk roads, And 128,000 miles of
railroad were under oontract to the
company to use the cars, Chicago being
the ocentre from which the Pullman
servioe radistes.

Meanwhile the loss of business and
destrootion of goods are enormons. The
strike costs the Illinois Central $80,000
s day. The fruit shippers in California
olaim thet the loss is inesloulable. The ex
pense to individuals who are detained in
farsway places must amonnt to millions,
Vast disturbavce to business sll over
the country ensnes. The 5,000 people
who leave Jersey Cily every day in
Pallman ears do not know bow far Mr,
Debs will permit them to go, or if in-
deed, they will ever romch their desti-

nation.
